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REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee. 


FELLOw TowNsMEN: In submitting to your consideration the 
annual report of the condition of schools in town for the year, we 
do so by congratulating you on their general success. 


SCHOLARS. 


The number of scholars in town between the ages of five and 
fifteen, as determined by the selectmen, are two hundred and 
six; of this number, one hundred and two are females, and 
one hundred and four are males. According to the reports of 
teachers, the whole number have attended school as the Jaw re- 
quires, with but few exceptions ; and a large majority of the excep- 
tions are found in District No. 7, where, during the summer term, 
there were seven between the ages named who did not attend 
school, and there were but eight weeks schooling in the winter. 
As a town, we congratulate ourselves for coming so near perfection 
in this respect ; but it is to be regretted that the few cannot mingle 
their congratulations with the many for having manifested a volun- 
tary desire to educate their own children, and also those under 
their guardianship. Not because it is a law, but because of the 
pleasure that such practice ought to give. 


THE AMOUNT OF MONEY 


raised for school purposes during the year, including property tax, 
$605.50; extra sum raised by vote of the town, $150; dog tax, 
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$137, amounts to $892.50; adding to this the literary fund, $92.50, 
make a sum total of $985. This sum was divided among the thir- 
teen districts in town as required by law, and the sum paid each 
district is given in the treasurer’s report, and not here. This being 
the alternate year that the dog tax is reckoned with the rest to 
form the aggregate amount of school money, will make the amount 
greater than next year, unless special action is taken upon the mat- 
ter. Out-of the above money, $21.88 has been paid New London 
and $2.51 to Sutton. These two towns are each year entitled to a 
portion of our school money, since portions of our town have been 
annexed to them for school purposes. We wish that the citizens cf 
our town would consider the importance of the idea worthy of ac- 
tion to raise more money for school purposes, for some of the dis- 
tricts in town have a destitute sum for the maintenance of a good 
school. 

Two districts in town have less than $50, and eight less than $60, 
for the support of twelve weeks schooling in their respective dis- 
tricts, as the law requires. In some of the districts the amount of 
money is so small that a school of twelve weeks cannot be taught 
without employing cheap and inexperienced teachers, and although 
such schools are frequently criticised and condemned, we are of 
the opinion that the school, and especially the teachers, are much 
better than the price paid them for their services. More money, 
better pay. Better pay, better teachers. 


CLASSIFICATION 


of our schools, by the introduction and use of new and uniform 
text books, is a subject of pre€minent importance, and I cannot 
pass it without calling attention to it. In one respect, if in no oth- 
er, we claim that the schools in town have been benefited during 
the year, and that is by the introduction of Harper’s geographies 
in every school in town; and, with but very few exceptions, no 
other geography is now used. These few exceptions we expect 
will entirely disappear by the time our schools commence again, in 
which case the schools will be using a geography that has the rep- 
utation of being,—and, in our opinion, is,—the best geography 
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published. These geographies have taken the place of no less 
than seven different kinds that were scattered through the different 
schools in town, and supplied at introduction prices. We have taken 
special care to make the introduction cheap, an action which we 
think has been appreciated by most of our towns-people. 


GREENLEAF’S ARITHMETICS 


we consider in some respects as second to none, and there are but 
few others used in town. These few occasion great irregularity 
and complexity in classes, and we think should be entirely discard- 
ed to give place to a uniformity in the use of Greenleaf’s, for not 
only is Greenleaf’s a standard work, but the legal arithmetic in use 
in town. Other good arithmetics are used, but since they do not 
belong in our schools, and are disastrous to their classification, 
there is no reason why they should not be entirely discarded. 


THE GRAMMARS 


in use are Harvey’s, and we would not recommend a change, for 
it is doubtful if a better grammar could be substituted. In geog- 
raphies, arithmetics and grammars, our schools are not lacking 
good books, and if the schools are kept classified and maintain a 
uniform use in the present adopted text buoks on these three sub- 
jects, thus far we can well content ourselves with the condition of 
our schools. 


THE READERS 


throughout the town need changing. Not only are there several 
different kinds in use, but they have been studied by the scholars 
until everything that ever was interesting to them is so thoroughly 
understood as not to demand further study. Unless the scholars 
have something new and interesting to read, reading, as a natural 
consequence, will become uninteresting, and a study of secondary 
importance. Reading books need to be changed oftener than any 
other book, for the reason that if they are studied as they should 
be, their contents are more easily and quickly understood. The 
principal readers now in use are Franklin’s and Hilliard’s, and were 
good books for our schools when introduced, and would be just 
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as good now had they never been used. They have been used 
until their pages are worn, and contents made as familiar by 
study as they ever can be. In no way can justice be done to 
schools and scholars until the old readers are taken from. our 
schools, and new and meritorious ones substituted in their place. 
If a change is made it should be made unexceptionably complete, 
for in no other way can the desired result of good classification be 
obtained. By the mutual codperation of the people in District 
No. 8, we introduced D. Appleton’s readers. These are a new 
and popular series of readers that commend themselves, upon their 
merits, to public notice and favor. They contain only five in the 
series, therefore make five reading classes in each school, where 
now there are six. This is an important item that should be taken 
into consideration, for the great trouble with our schools is on ac- 
count of the great number of classes they contain. In other re- 
spects these books appear faultless, and we hope they will com- 
mend themselves to the favorable examination of our successor in 
office. 


THE CONSOLIDATION 


of school districts is a subject so frequently brought before your 
notice, that we fear you have long since decided to have thirteen 
school districts in town forever. Our State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction very urgently recommends to the several towns of 
the state the need of school district consolidation. This is some- 
thing that can only be done by mutual and voluntary action of the 
people. On account of the poor condition of the school house, 
the small amount of school money it has at its disposal, and its 
nearness to the Flat and Centre districts, we are of the opinion. 
that the union of District No. 12 (or Camp Ground district), with 
the above districts would be of great and lasting benefit. District 
No. 4, in our opinion, should either have a school house or be 
united with adjoining districts. We would recommend that it be 
united with adjoining districts, for it contains but few scholars, be- 
ing the smallest school in town; but if this cannot be done, a 
school house should be constructed. It is extremely uncompli- 
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mentary to the educational interest of the people of the district to 
be without a school house. We hope that there will be a unity of 
action in the final settlement of the existing difficulty in this con- 
nection, and that they will agree to unite with adjoining districts 
or buildja school house. 


SPECIAL REPORT. 


_ 


DISTRICT NO. I. 


Summer term, taught by Prof. H. B. Dow. A good school was 
anticipated. For some reason, the numbers were considerably re- 
duced at its close. The scholars were offered a good chance to 
learn, and when there was any failure in this respect, we do not 
consider that it rests with the teacher. There were none.upon the 
roll of honor. 

Winter term, by Miss Martha Messer. Miss Messer is a teacher 
of considerable experience, and has taught this school several times 
before ; therefore, the district knew what to expect. Miss Mésser 
keeps her scholars under good discipline, and has a wonderfui fac- 
ulty of interesting them. ‘The teacher did not return the register, 
therefore we cannot give the roll of honor, or number of scholars, 
or length of school. 

DISTRICT NO. 2. 


One term of fifteen weeks ; twenty-one scholars ; taught by Miss 
Nettie Currier. This was her first attempt at teaching, yet the 
natural talent displayed in the vocation, and her apparent ease in 
the school room, made inexperience an unobjectionable feature, 
and her school a success. The school was classified in geogra- 
phies. In other books it lacked a uniformity of use, and contain- 


ed a great number of classes, which necessarily retarded to some 
8 
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extent the work of the teacher. The poor condition of the school 
in this respect can only .be remedied by the further introduction 
and use of new and uniform text books, especially readers. Order 
was good, and in consideration of the poor classification of the 
school, excellent progress was made. None upon the roll of hon- 
or. . 

DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer term, twelve weeks ; seventeen scholars; winter term, 
twelve weeks ; ten scholars. This school has experienced a won- 
derful change within the last five years, for it now ranks among 
the first in town for orderly and well-disposd pupils. The teacher 
in charge of both terms was Miss Luvia Collins, who labored hard 
for the improvement of her scholars, and met with commendable 
suceess. The examinations showed that the scholars had been 
taught and drilled in the practical application of their studies, and 
had given good attention to the instruction they received. Flora 
Atwood was found to be the best scholar in geography, of her age, 
in town. The summerterm was made more pleasant and interest- 
ing by the attendance of several from an adjoining district. As 
this widens the capacity for school attendance and adds brilliancy 
to the school, we think the practice to be an excellent one. Roll 
of honor, summer term: Nettie Bickford, Emily Durgin; winter 
term, Flora Atwood, Emily Durgin. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Summer term, ten weeks; winter term, fourteen weeks ; seven 
scholars each term. Both terms were under the instruction of 
Miss M. Rose Cross. The scholars learned well, and the teacher 
was a great favorite among them. We doubt if a better choice 
could have been made in the selection of a teacher for this school. 
Roll of honor, summer term: Nellie Dodge, Mary Dodge ; winter 
term, Nellie Dodge. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer term, eight weeks; fourteen scholars; winter term, 
twelve and two-fifths weeks ; seventeen scholars, Both terms were 
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under the instruction of Miss Katie Fowler. The school was a 
model of good government, and the advance in studies highly 
complimentary to scholars and teacher. Miss Fowler passed an 
excellent examination, and her familiarity with principles, together 
with her practice of discipline, made the school during the year an 
unquestionable. success. Roll of honor, summer term: Mary 
Thompson, Ellen Thompson, Lottie Pedrick, Fred Pedrick, Guy 
Stearns, Addie Pedrick; winter term, Mary Thompson, Ellen 
Thompson, Emma Hunt 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer term, seven weeks ; six scholars ; winter term, ten weeks ; 
.seven scholars. This school was extremely fortunate in having for 
a teacher Mrs. E. A. Downs. Although this school is small in 
numbers, yet in scholarship it favorably compares with any other 
in town, and plainly shows that it has previously, as well as at pres- 
ent, been under good instruction. The scholars manifested a good 
understanding of their studies, and the school was left in an ex- 
cellent condition. Roll of honor, summer term: Henry Tilton, 
Freeman Morrison, Annie Knowles, Alice Tilton, Mary Knowles ; 
winter term, Annie Knowles, Mary Knowles, Freeman Morrison. 


‘DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Summer term, six weeks; eight scholars. Taught by Miss Le- | 
nora Walker. At our first visit we found a well regulated school, 
and at its close the scholars made a good appearance, and showed 
thoroughness in their studies. Roll of honor: Milly Tenny, Annie 
Tenny. 

Winter term, eight weeks; twelve scholars. Taught by Miss - 
Laura E. Shackley, whom we think was the right teacher in the 
right place. Everything in the school room had a neat appear- 
ance, and the scholars seemed to: cultivate a desire to mind their ' 
own business. In a few cases the attendance was rather irregular, 
which, so far as it extended, detracted from the interest of the 
school. In general, the school showed a progressive term’s work. 
Roll of honor: Carrie Grace, Emma Grace. 
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DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Summer term, 9 weeks; 27 scholars; taught by Miss Lizzie 
Brooks. The school was lacking the elements of good organiza- 
tion, and as one of the results the order was not such as the 
school required. There was a general lack of thoroughness. 
Two geography classes, however, seemed to take an interest in 
their work, and made good progress. Roll of honor: Grace 
Flanders, Ethel Johnson, Mary Andrews. 

Fall term, 12 weeks; 37 scholars; under the tuition of Miss 
Ellen Walker. The character of this school during the fall term 
was greatly improved. There were a large number of small schol- 
ars in attendance, but notwithstanding this good order was main- 
tained and an interest in study well developed. The introduction — 
of new readers and geographies has made this the best classified 
school in town. Roll of honor. 

Winter term, 9 weeks; 19 scholars; by Mr. Charles F. Flan- 
ders. ‘Onward and upward ”’ is still the career of this school. 
We have had some excellent schools in town, but in no school 
have. the principles of the several branches been so thoroughly 
taught or practically applied as here. The scholars, in all cases, 
were obliged to tell why or how a thing was so, and after reading, 
to explain in their own language, the contents of their piece. It 
was true education. Questions involving principles that no text 
book contains, were of frequent occurence, and the comparison 
similar mathematical principles, with their origin, were subjects of 
study. It was independent instruction. . Independent of text 
book, but dependent upon a resource of knowledge that only an 
understanding of principles can impart. The scholars did 
unusually well, and if the progress was not universal and result 
satisfactory, we doubt if it ever will be. Roll of honor. 


DISTRICT NO. 9g. 


Summer term, 7 weeks; 12 scholars; was instructed by Miss 
Cora Sargent. The teacher gained the respect of her scholars, 
and the result of the school was fully up to our expectations. Roll 
of honor: Bertha Farnum, Lucey Severns, Pearl Whittemore. 
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Winter term, 8 weeks; 8 scholars; by Miss Emma Walker. 
We were not informed in season to visit the close of the term, yet 
our first visit showed to us that the teacher was keeping it up to its 
former standard. None upon the roll of honor. 


Summer term, 6% weeks; 17 scholars; taught by Miss Stella 
Collins. At its beginning we found a very disorderly school. Ill- 
ness of the teacher closed the school suvoner than was intended, 
and we made but one visit, therefore from personal observation 
can make no further report. Roll of honor speaks in its favor: 
Florence Langley, Amber Langley, Hattie Stearns, Carl Tewks- 
bury, Isabel Tewksbury, Mary Richards. 

“Winter term, 11 weeks; rg scholars. When this term com- 
menced the school was in the worst condition of any in town, but 
in placing it upon its merits at the close, it ranks among the first. 
For general improvement in appearance and thoroughness in 
studies, this school was a complete success. The scholars not 
only showed improvement in study, but were successfully taught 
to be polite to each other, and respectful to their teacher. The 
very interesting exercises of the last day were visited by quitea 
number of the parents, who in various ways manifested their ap- 
preciation of the term’s work, and to the untiring energy of Miss 
Clara Ross, the teacher, belongs the credit of effecting the greatest 
school reform during the year in town. Roll of honor: Wyman 
Stearns, Byron Stearns, Hattie Stearns, Mary Richards, Gertrude 
Tewksbury, Carl Tewksbury, Roy Tewksbury, Selden Tewksbury. — 


DISTRICT NO. II, 


Summer term, 9 weeks; 18 scholars ; taught by Miss Alice M. 
Currier. The teacher had too: much sympathy for her scholars, 
and consequently the school was not what it would have been had 
they been made to understand that better order was an absolute 
essential to better progress. Miss Currier was finely qualified to 
teach the school, showed a deep interest in, and labored hard for 
the benefit of her scholars, and only failed in this one respect:to 
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maintain good order. Roll of honor: Bert Langley, Earnest 
Brown, Eddie Joice, Eddie Langley, Sumner Philbrick, Clara 
Langley, Grace Langley, Bertha Atwood, Minnie Langley, Mattie 
Langley. 

Winter term, 8 weeks; 17 scholars. This term commenced 
under rather unfavorable circumstances for the, teacher, Mr. 
Herbert Clay. Mr. Clay not only commenced the school without 
experience, but commenced a school that was in an unconquered 
condition, consequently was placed where the failings of previous 
teachers must first be overcome in order to succeed ; therefore the 
failure to maintain good government was not entirely his own, 
neither would we consider the previous teacher alone as responsi- 
ble. No school can flourish without good government, and can — 
never be easily maintained in this one until the teacher receives 
the voluntary codperation of every parent in the district. Roll of 
honor: Cora White. | 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


Only one term, 13 weeks; 18 scholars; under the instruction 
of Miss Bell Smith. For this school the qualifications of the 
teacher were unquestionable, and in consideration of her inexpe- 
rience, the school was quite up to our expectations. None upon 
the roll of honor. } 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Two terms; 3% weeks, and consisting of 14 scholars, and 9 
weeks, 13 scholars; under the charge of Mr. Charles Chadwick. 
The school lacked a system of procedure, which was owing to the 
inexperience of the teacher. The scholars, however, seemed stu- 
diously inclined, and made good progress in most of their studies. 
Roll of honor, first term: Charles A. Bickford, John T. Chase, 
Nettie Bickford. 

The registers have all been returned as required by law, with 
but one exception. I would say to the teachers that their most 
common failure in the school-room, is in government. The ques- 
tion of discipline should be made a study for the different. 
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ways in which to approach a scholar successfully and effectively, is 
far more of an accomplishment in view of teaching school than 
any other requisite. In conclusion, I return to the people of the 
town many thanks for their kind expressions of approval and co- 
Operation in every attempt that I have made to introduce new 
text-books into the schools, for in this respect I realize that the 
sentiment of the people has been harmonious with my actions.
